WASHINGTON, June 28.—Senate—Mr. Pettit 


•aid that on Monday, in debate, he had refer: 
rod to Mr. Sumner's o^en disavowal of his obli- 
gation to the Constitution and to hia oath to 
support it, in no very complimentary term*.— 
In the official report of that debate, that Sena- 
tor was represented a* having said as follow*: 
—" I snid I recognized no obligation in the 
Constitution to bind uio to help to reduce a man 
to slavery." 
These words, (aid Mr. Pettit, 


were iiot mndc in tho Senate. If the Senator 
had (aid them, they would have been false,and 
I would have noticed them. 


Mr. Stun nor—I call tho Senator to order. I 


•ay they we're uttered by me here, in the Senate. 


Mr. Pettit—I will pruvo right in his teeth 


that whnt he nays is false. [Cries of "Order, 
order."] I sny he did not make use of the re- 
mark, hore reported, on the iloor, but after the 
adjournment he wont to the reporter and had 
them interpolated into the report of my remarks 
He then arituod that the Senator never bad tbo 
floor to make any such remark, and if it was 
tnado privately, and not heart! by Senators, it 
ought not to go into tlio report. It was unfair 
in any Senator to interpoltttu remarks into re- 
ports which were not actually made. 
His 


npcuch now contained tliis remark, and no reply 
to it appeared from him. He made no reply to 
it, because the remark was never made. 'Ho 
discussed the rights of Senators to revise their 
remarks. He said tlmt when proof-sheets of 
his speech vicro handed to him he saw this in- 
terpolation, and pronounced it false, and direct- 
oil it to be left out. Tho foreman of the Globe 
office, however, had put it in. He read a letter 
from tho reporter of the (tloke, to the effect thiit 
thi» remiirk did not appear in tho short-hand 
notes of Monday'* ileliat», but that when Mr. 
Sumoor culled to rovino his remark*, he had put 
the report in the shape it now appears. 
The 


Senator had said in antiwar to a remark, that ho 
would tint eiecute tho Constitution, that he re- 
cognized no such obligation. 
The Senator 


said Hint he would not return a fugitive slave, 
and asked : " In thy servant a dog that he should 
do this thing 7" The mini who tint uaeil that 
remark win a fitting person to quote. 
He had 


proved himself a lying ingrnte, a dog. He was 
a happy prototype of Hie Senator from Massa- 
chuiiiiits m all his conduct. The interpolation 
by tho Senator was false, because he could not 
have auiil it, and false, because he did not. 


Mr. Suinne:-—I repent that the rumarkVwcro 


made by me substantially «H reported. I mailu 
them in my sent, anil did not supposu they 
would have reached thu reporter's ear. He then 
explained that tho reporter voluntarily showed 
him the report, and finding it did not corres- 
pond exactly with what ho had said, corrected 
it, AH to nil else which the Senator had said, 
ho had not one word to reply. 


The ii'otion to refer tho Boston petition for 


repeal of thu fugitive slave law was then taken 
up 


Mr. l)ixon (poke fur an hour in defense of 


the fugitive slave law, denouncing opposition to 
it. Ho also declared tho Whig party of thu 
North had become abolitiouized aa a body, and 
renounced any political connection with them 
while they remained so. He referred to tho 
platform of tho Whig State Convention of New 
Hampshire, and said if tho tests laid down in 
that body were adopted by Northern Whigs, he 
desired to be forever disconnected from them. 


Mr. Mallory defended tho fugitive slave law; 


and in tho course of his remarks referred to Mr. 
Sumnor's disavowal of any obligation imposed 
by hiH oath to support tho Constitution. 


Mr. Stunner—I call the Senator to order. I 
never said so. 


Mr. Mallory anid ho would not even put into 


a dog's mouth any statement ifhich was not 
truo, but ho would bo glad to know what tho 
Senator diil say 


Mr. Sumner—I suid I recognized no obliga- 


tion upon me to help tu return or reduce to sla- 
very any man. 


Mr. Clay said Lo could not keep silent, and 


hear tho Senator—with insolence of manner 
and unblushing faco—day after day, after Uv- 
ing unqualifiedly disavowed his constitutional 
obligations, attempt to throw tho responsibility 
on tlio reporter, fie then defended tlio report- 
er, whoso character, he said, would compare fa- 
vorably with Mr. Sumner's among persons who 
know both, hut nmon^ strangers, would, per- 
haps, bo treated as interior to the person who 
accidentally occupied a suat in tho Senate.— 
1 ho Snnator did inaku the remark imputed to 
him, and tho Senators all around him corrobo- 
rated the report. Tho qualification put on the 
declaration by tho interpolation put in tho re- 
port, wan an after thought, nnd done to shirk 
and avoid the responsibility of appearing to the 
world as having desecratedtht> Senate chamber 
with hia prosi-nce and tho Holy Evangelists 
with hia lips. If the Senator had not disavow- 
ed any obligation to tho Constitution, would ho 
have been charged with having dono so by the 
two Senators sitting nearest him i He desired 
to suggest to Senators n means of remedying 
this conduct—though there were no means to 
roach a person guilty only of crime in thought, 
still thoro was a inodn of defending that body 
from such persons. Though a man bo most ta- 
lentnd, able and scholarlike—eloquent and pro- 
found—if ho should show nn intention to oriino, 
or should instigate others to do that which he 
had not tho courage to tlo himself, or should be 
an guilty of moral perjury ax any man who hud 
ever been branded with the letter P., or oven 
should in all respects be exemplified by tho 
character given to Uriah Keep by Dickens; 
there wan a way to treat him. Municipal ac- 
tion would not roach such a man. Tho Senate 
could treat him with disdain, could send him to 
Coventry, deny to him all those civilities and 
courtesies common among gentleman, make 
him feel ho is treated as a leper, and avoided as 
a venomous rcptilo—thus far Senators have it 
in their power to do. If they hove not powtsr 
io impose punishments of law, they can take 
rrom tho serpent bis fangs and place him in 
that social degradation ho deserves. 


MR. SUMSKR'S SPEECH. 


Mr. SmiiHtrtaid:—Since I had tho honor of 


addressing tho Senate on Monday, various Sen- 
ator* have spoken, and several havo alluded to 
lie in terms clearly beyond parliamentary de- 
bate. 
Of this I make no complaint, if to them 


,t seem* proper, courteous and parliamentary to 
'unpack tho heart with words and fall cursing 
like a very drab or«cullion." I will not inter- 
fere with such enjoyment a* they find in *uch 
exposure of themselves ; they have certainly 
•hown the character of two of them. The Sen- 
ator from South Carolina, who sits immediate- 
ly before me, and the Senator from Virginia, 
who*it* immediately behind tne.arenotyoung; 
their head* are amply crowned by time; they 
do not speak from any ebullition of youth, bnt 
from the confirmed temper of age; it Is melan- 
choly to believe that they showed themselves 
as they are; it was charitable to believe they 
are in reality better than they showed them- 
selves. I think, Sir, that I am not the only per- 
son on the floor who, in listening to them in this 
debate, these two self-confident champions of 
ibe peculiar fanaticism of the South, was re- 
ninded of the striking words of Jefferson, pic- 
turing the Influence of slavery: " The whole 
commerce," said he, "between master and slave 
j a perpetual exercise of the most boisterous 
passions, the moat unremitting despotism on 
the one part, and degrading submissions on the 
other i our children see this and learn to imi- 
tate it, for man la an imitative animal; the 
parent storm*, the child looks on, catches 
the lineaments of wrath, pate on the same 
airs U the circle of smeller slaves, give* 
ooee to his worst passleos, and thai raised, ed-

will hear it. 


It was said by one of the philosophers of an- 


tiquity, that the "blush is a sign of virtue ;" and 
permit me to add that the sensibi'ity which that 
Senator displays at a just term which truly char- 
acterizes an odious person,is kindred to a blush, 
which even ths plantation manners of the Sen- 
ator could not conceal. 
And the Senator from 


South Carolina al»o betrayed hia sensibility; 
and here let me «ay that this Senator knows 
well that I always listen with pleasure to his 
rich, exuberant speech, as it gurgles, forth, so 
often tinctured by generous ideas, except when, 
in defiance of reason, he undertakes to defend 
that which is obviously indefensible. 


The Senator was disturbed, when to his in- 


quiry whether I would render personal assist- 
ance in reducing or returning (1 use the words 
HS equivalent,) a fellow man to slavery, I ex- 
claimed,—" Is thy servant a dog, that he should 
do this thing."

der to protect the rights of the colored citizens 
of Massachusetts, to test the constitutionality of 
a statute of that State, eo gross in it* provisions, 
that an eminent character of South Carolina, a 
Judge of the Supreme Court, had characterised 
it as trampling upon the Constitution, and a di- 
rect attack upon the sovereignty of the United 
State* ; but thit agent of Massachusetts, an un- 
armed old man, wag prevented from perform- 
ing bis duty, driven from the State by a respect- 
able mob, and the Legislature subsequently 
sanctioned this lawless act by placing on the 
Statute books an order for his expulsion ; and 
yet the Senator from South Carolina holds up 
his hands in boly horror at the imagined delin- 
quencies of Massachusetts toward* the slave- 
hunters, aud also at nry own refusal to render 
any aid. Before the Senator undertakes to lec- 
ture Massachusetts or myself, let him return to 
his own State, and drst declare there. The 
Senator from South Carolina, in a sublime ec- 
etacy of slavery, burst forth in an ejaculation 
that Massachusetts, at the time she was illus- 
trated by Otis, Hancock, and Adams, was a 
Blaveholding State, and he hailed these patriots 
as representatives of slaveholding Massachu- 
setts. Sir, I repel the imputation. It is true 
that Massachusetts was hardy, but she was not 
in any just seine slaveholding—a few slaves 
were^Btill found within her borders, but as early 
as 1760 one of her Courts actually anticipat- 
ing the decision in the Somerset case, establish- 
ed within its jurisdiction the principle of free- 
dom. Similnr decisions followed in other places 
during the Revolution, and at last under the in-

The authentic report in the Globe shows what 
I actually said, and where that is read it renders 
anything further superfluous ; but the Senators 
who have been go swift in misrepresenting me, 
deserve to be exposed. 


Now, Sir, I begin by adopting as iny guide 


the authentic words of Andrew .Jaokson in his 
memorable veto, in ]83!i,ot'the Bank of the U. 
States, — to his course was opposed the authori- 
ty of the Supreme Court,— and this is his re- 
ply, — "If the opinion of theSnpreme Court cov- 
ers the whole ground of tbia tict.it ought not 
to control the coordinate authority of this gov- 
ernment. The Congress, the ExecutUe, and 
the Court must each for itself be guided by its 
own opinion of the Constitution; each public 
otficer who takes an oath to support the Consti- 
tution swears that he will support it as lie un- 
derstands it, and not as it is understood by oth- 
ers. 
It is as much the duty of tho House of 


Ivt-presentative*. the Senate, and of the Presi- 
dent, to de'cide upon the constitutionality of any 
bill or resolution, which uiiiy be presented to 
them for passage or approval, as it is of the Su- 
preme judges, when it may be brought before 
them tor judicial decision. The authority of 
the Supremo Couit must not therefore bo per- 
mitted to control the Congress or Executive, 
when acting in tlioir legislative capacities, but 
to have only such influence as the force of their 
reasoning inn) deserve. " 


Mark these words: "Each public officer who 


takes unnnth tosuppprtthoconstitntion, swears 
that he will suppoit it as ho understands it, and 
not as it is unrlcistooii by others .'" 


Does any Senator here dissent from this rule? 


Does the Senator from Virginia? Does the 
Senator from South Carolina? At all events, 
fur myself, I accept the rule as just and reason- 
able. In swearing to support ttie Constitution 
at your dusk, Mr. President, I did not swear to 
support it u» you understood it, er as the Sena- 
tor from South Carolina understood it, with a 
bloodhound, or at least a dog iu it, pawing to 
get free his hinder parts in pursuit of a slave i 
No such thing. I swore to support the Consti- 
tution aa I understood it. Now, I will not oc- 
cupy your time, nor am I disposed at this mo- 
ment, nor does the occasion require thatlsho'd 
go into any minute criticism of the clause for 
the surrenderor fugitives from labor, assuming 
in the faco of commanding rules of interpreta- 
tion and leaning towards freedom, that in the 
concise language of this clause, altering in a 
double sense tho words employed regarded as 
justly applicable to fugitive slaves, which was 
after and earnestly denied, but on which I now 
express no opinion — assuming,! say .these things 
as hostile to freedom, then I desiie to say as I 
understand the Constitution, this clause does 
not impel me to any personal obligation, espe- 
cially it does not impose upon me any obligation 
t» render any personal assistance in the surren- 
der of a fugitive slave. Asa Senator I have 
taken an oath to support tho Constitution as I 
understand it, and understanding HnsIdo.I am 
bound by my oath to oppose all enactments by 
Congress on the subject as a flagrant violation 
of tho Constitution; especially must I oppose 
the last act as a tyrannical usurpation. Here 
my duties as Senator, umier tho oath which I 
havo taken, end ; in no respect by my oath as 
a Senator, can I be constrained to duties iu oth- 


expression. Sir, the Senator, fresh from the 
Nebraska bill, can speak of tho good faith of 
slaveliolding communities only in irony, nnd let 
me add that when lie says tha't American Inde- 
pendence was won by the arms nnd because of 
slaveholding communities, fits spoke either in 
irony or ignorance. II* then went into an elab- 
ornte exposition of the contributions of tho 
Southern States to tho Wnr of Independence, 
particularly of South Carolina, and then B«id, I 
had almost forgotten to turn again to the Sena- 
tor from Virginia. He has undertaken iu a 
most imperious style, rather let me cay the 
style of Sir Forcible Feeble, to call in question 
my statement that the Fugitive Slave Act de- 
nied tho habeas corpus. 
And in doing this lie 


assumed for himselfa superiority, which noth- 
ing in him can smic-tion. Sir, I claim little for 
myself, but I shrink in no respeet from nny 
cpiupaiison with that Senator. Sitting near 
him, as hus been iny fortune, since I have been 
in this body, I have learned something of his 
conversation, something of his mnnners, some- 
thing of hi* attachment*, something of his 
abilities, and something of his character; nnd 
while I would not undertake to diepantgo him 
in any of these respects, yet, I feel thjit I do not 
exalt myself immensely, when I openlv ch»l- 
lenge a comparison with that Senator. To his 
statement on the subject I oppose mine. 


He then evolved other objections to the Fu- 


gitive Slave Act, which he commended to tho 
Senator from whose brain the soulless monster 
came. He then said, (looking nt Mr. Clay) bat 
I must close. To many things said in this de- 
bate, intended to be personal and offensive, I 
make no reply. There are some things best 
answered by silence—best answered by with- 
holding the word which leaps impulsively to 
the lips ; but I leave these things, and as I close 
I dwell for one moment on the Agreeable as- 
pect of this disciiBsion. On former occasions 
like this, the right of petition has been vehe- 
mently assailed or practically denied. Only 
two years ago memorials for the repeal of the 
Slave Act presented by me were laid on the ta- 
ble without reference to any committee. All 
is changed now; Senators have condemned the 
memorial nnd cried treason; but thus far, in 
this excited debate, no person has so fur out- 
raged the spirit of our institutions, or forgotten 
himself ns to object to tho reception of the me- 
morial and its proper reference. 
It is true the 


remonstrants have been treated with indignity, 
but the great right of petition, the sword and 
buckler of the citizen, though displayed by such 
indignity, has not been denied. Here, Sir, is a 
triumph of freedom. 


Mr. Clay said the Senator had asked whether 


any Senator would render assistance in return- 
ing a fugitive slave to his owner, and as no one 
had responded, and lest the Senator might her- 
ald it forth to tho world that no one Senator 
had tho moral courage to say he would, he 
(Clay) had to say he would do so. 


Mi-'. Sumner—The Senator might say immor- 
al courage. 


Mr. Butler said that if any person expected 


of him excited language in reply to the Senator 
ho would be greatly mistaken. The Senator 
had, by aid of his confreres, been hunting up 
old musty records and scraps of history, for the 
purpose of assailing South Carolina. He would 
not be expected, at thia moment, to po into the 
matter or be prepared to retort upon Massachu- 
setts. 


Mr. Badger—Will the Senator give way for 


an adjournment? He can go on to-morrow. 


Mr. Butler—No, sir, I will not dive into the 


bowels of hietoi-y to assail Miisgaohugetta.

I may be wrong— 
other* roaj? differ from me, and will act accord- 
ing to their understanding; for myself, I shall 
act according to mine ; on this statement of 
my constitutional faith I stand; and to the in- 
quiry whether I would render personal assist- 
ance in surrendering a fellow man to bondage, 
I reply again,—"I* thy servant a dog that he 
should do this thing ?" and in looking round 
upon the Senate I might ask fearlessly how 
many there are in this body, if indeed there i* 
a single Senator, who would stoop to such ser- 
vice. Until *ome one rises and confesse* hi* 
willingness to become a slave hunter, I will not 
believe that there can be one, and yet honora- 
ble and chivalrous persons have been prompt 
to judge me because I openly declare my ab- 
horrence of alservice which every manly bo- 
som must revolt at. "Sir, I have found many 
brave soldiers and good citizens in Bayonne.but 
not one executioner," was the noble reply of 
the Governor of that place to Charles IX of 
France, when he ordered the massacre of Bar- 
tholomew ; and such a spirit I think will yet 
animate the people of this country, when 
pressed to the service of dogs. 


To the question which has been proposed, 


whether Masiachusetts will by State law* car- 
ry out the offensive clause of.the Constitution, 
I reply that Massachusetts has at all tinuu h«»n 
ready to do her duty under the Constitution, a* 
she understands it, and I doabt not will ever 
continue in this mind. More than this I can't 
say. In quitting this topic, I can not forbear 
to remark, that the assaults on me for my dis- 
claimer of all constitutional obligations to ren- 
der personal assistance in making a man a 
slave, coma with an ill grace from the Senator 
from Va., a State for which, by its far-famed 
resolnttoac of 1798, it doe to determine its con- 
stitutional obligation, even as to the extent of 
nullification in Congress.

WASHINGTON, June 30, 1854.—Important 


and highly interesting intelligence from Mad- 
rid and Paris has reached tho department of 
State. In spite of all his efforts and all hi* di- 
plomatic seductions, Mr. Soule has not succeed- 
ed either in restoring an entente cordiale with 
Spain, tir in doing anything ton ard the purchase 
of Cuba, the Qneen of the Antilles. 


The obstinacy which tha Spanish Govern- 


ment manifests in the settlement of the Cuban 
difficulty is to be attributed to two causes : 


i'trst, They are confident of the support of 


France and England in case of emergency. 


Second, They do not believe the United State* 


Government ia in earnest. 


No treaty has yet teen concluded betteten France, 


England and Spain on Ihts subject; but the pre- 
liminary steps for such a treaty were madesome 
time ago, aud only failed of a eonsu.nmation be- 
cause England gave notice that she should in- 
sist, upon the insertion of a clause in regard to 
slavery in Cuba, w/iic/i ICHS so obnoxious to the 
Spanish Gorcrnment, tuat the negotiation was 
suspended. 
' 


Since then, Spain has offered France ten 


thousand men to supply the place of the ten 
thousand soldiers iu Koine, to permit the lat- 
ter to join the army in Turkey, on condition 
that she will pledge ht>r supp'ort against the 
United States iu CHSO of a war. Louis Napole- 
on refused the proposition, because alone he 
could not enter into a war with the United 
States. Besides, a war between theiso two an- 
cient allies, would be na repugnant to the Gov- 
ernment and people of France us to those of 
the United States. The feeling of friendship 
for ins is so etrong in France that it might be- 
come a qusetioti whether, if Louis Napoleon 
was disposed to push his people into a war with 
us, it would not i-ost him his throne. For B 
purely and palpable cause it is possible that the 
French people could be brought into a state o: 
mind hostile to the people of the United States; 
but for a war in which they felt no direct inter- 
est.and into which they should bo forced mere- 
ly to accomplish a bargain, it may be safely 
predicted they would not engage. 
However 


this may be, it is well known tl at the Spanish 
Government counts largely on the aid of France, 
and her hopes lie principally in the influence 
which the Empress is supposed to exert on the 
destinies of the country.—Cor. N. Y. Tribune. 


CONNECTICUT BANK LAW.—Tie Connec- 


ticut Legislature has just passed a new Brink 
Law.. 


Section 1 provides that after October 1st no 


Bank shall directly or indirectly pay more than 
4 per cent for the loon of money borrowed with- 
in tho Stute or on deposit. 


Sec. 2. Banking associations, formed under 


tho act of 1852, are prohibited taking a greater 
rate of interest or discount than incorporated 
Bunks are authorized to do. 


Sec. 3 prohibits any Bunk or Banking asso- 


ciation from taking more than 6 per cent inter- 
est or discount on any note, bill, draft, or bill 
of exchange. 


Sec. 4. Loans and discounts not to exceed, at 


any one time, one-fourth part of the capital 
stock paid in nnd deposits at the same time. 


Sec. 5 prohibits loan of bills or notes fur cir- 


culation by one Bank to another, or to anv in- 
dividual under any contract or ngreement'that 
the Bank or individual in receipt thereof shall
